tically, to open the door. But the door will not open because of the prassure o? water 
outside. He then panics--needlessly in most cases. | 


instead, the rider must do an umstural thing: Calmly let the car £111 with water. When 
the pressure ingide equals the pressure outolde, the door will open sesily,— 


He need not drown while the car fills. If the cer lanés upright, « pocket of air remains 
inside, more than enough to lest the 10 or 15 minutes it takes the car to Pill. 


Ae it fills, he simply keeps his heed in the air pocket, vhich is usually tae top portion 
of the car. = 


When the water stops rising, the pressure inside is about aquel to the cutside pressure. 


He then takes @ deep breath, opens the door, pushes out and up to the surface. The air 
pocket remains after the door is open, no need to hurry, take time and do not ganic. 


Here's what to do: 


(1) Ife car submerges with windows open, upright position. Sene air pocket only water

Position self with head against door below wintow 
opening until car almost fills. Then with few inches of space left, take deep breath, 
open window and open door or as above fleat self through window opening and to surface.
